Mock EMO ‘Disaster 
Tests Local Facilities 


Critically injured high 
school students, frantic 
adults, screeming mothers 
and bustling volunteers set 
the stage last Friday (the 
13th) for a mock disaster 
situation which went off quite 
smoothly and graphically 
illustrated to Emergency 
Measures Organization exe= 
cutives how well St, Albert 
can cope, 

Although the whole exer= 
cise was ‘make-believe’ it 
had the flavor of the real 
thing, St, Albert Emergency 
Measures Organization Co- 
ordinator, Mark B, Stagg of 
56 Grandin Village, in an 
interview following the 
exercise, said ‘“‘we’re very 
pleased with the results of 
the exercise and fee! that 
we've given local facilities 
a good enough test to now 
be in a position to assess 
St. Albert if a real emer- 
gency should occur.’’ 

Through the initiative of 
the local co-ordinator and 
in a cath with Boo 
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Const. T. D, D. Jette of the local RCMP detachment 
had a pretty tough job keeping local citizens from re- 
entering the scene of the Mock EMO Disaster, This 
lady, though only acting, put up a valiant struggle while 


crying that she wanted to 
‘baby’ had been injured, 


get into the arena where her 
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McNally, officer in charge 
of the EMO Northern Zone 
and Cliff Keyes of the Stur- 
geon General Hospital, the 
plan was conceived whereby 
a mock explosion was supp- 
osed to have occurred inthe 
local arena, The victims 
were 40 volunteers from 
Grade 12 of the St. Albert 
High School who were made- 
up by EMO artists and given 
some trainingin acting real- 
istically like victims. 

In addition to the victims, 
EMO personnel recruited 
litter bearers, traffic con- 
trollers, security guards, 
messengers and home 
economic students to take 
part in the whole affair. 

The idea behind the whole 
exercise was to sound the 
alarm of the mock explo- 
sion at 1 p.m, Friday with 
40 badly injured victims ly- 
ing around the arena and 
see how long it would take 
to get those victims to the 
Sturgeon General Hospital 
for treatment. The test also 
brought the RCMP into the 
act to keep panic-stricken 
parents from entering the 
scene of disaster, direct 
traffic while volunteer ve- 
hicles transported victims 
to the hospital and simule- 


taneously carry out normal 
policing of the town and 
area, 

Through the co-operation 
of Town Council, town em- 
ployees were recruited, with 
town and personal vehicles

Study proposed by CCC 


A world-wide study of the 
family has been proposed 
by the Canadian Catholic 
Conference as a topic for 
the next Synod of Bishops 
in Rome. ; 

The suggestion is based 
on a survey of Canada’s 
Catholic Bishops, members 
of the CCC, made earlier 
this year at the request of 
the general secretary of the 
Synod, a body that meets at 
the request of the Pope. 

There is no single pattern 
or model for the family 
throughout the world, the

to assist with the many dut- 
ies involved in the exercise. 
Citizens, driving by the 
scene of the disaster were 
also recruited to rush ‘vic- 
tims’ to the hospital, this 
was all part of the scheme 
to get the general public 
involved and thus not rely 
on ambulances. 

As the victims were ush- 
ered into the Sturgeon 
General Hospital’s mainen- 
trance, (the emergency en- 
trance was kept free for 
‘real’ victims if needed), the 
injured were met by aneffi- 
cient team of eight doctors 
and eight nurses. As the 
stretcher-bearers set their 

. victims on portable stands, 
a doctor immediately set to 
work diagnosing the pat- 
ient’s condition. Injuries 
were categorized, patients 
were tagged and quickly 
brought to the proper emer- 
gency area within the hos- 
pital for treatment. 

Few words were exchang- 
ad between performers, ex- 
cepting clipped phrases like: 
“name,..burn,., , lacera= 
tion, .. shock ,.. tagged. . 
go*’ and so on, The exer- 
cise was moving along so 
smoothly despite the rapid- 
fire arrival of victims that 
nobody could detect that all 
this was ‘just a dry run’, 
Medical teams didn’t smile, 
the victims were groaning 
in make-believe pain while 
others faked shock so real- 
istically that they should be 
given academy awards, 

A ‘post mortem’ was held 
immediately after the last 
victim reached hospital, At- 
tended by medical and 
administrative staff to the 
Sturgeon General Hospital, 
and EMO executives, the 
‘post mortem’ was todeter- 
mine all aspects of the exer- 
cise. Behind closed doors, 
officials involved put the 
whole exercise on the table 
and discussed every aspect 
of it, Weak areas will be 
rectified, other problems 
which arose during the exer- 
cise will be streamlined in 
the future, Once the entire 
adventure had beendiscuss- 
ed Mr, C. Keyes, hospital 
administrator said, ‘‘it (the 
exercise) showed us our 
strong points and our weak 
points and thus proved to 
be most beneficial,’’ 

Barny MeNally, officer in 
charge of the EMO North- 
ern Zone termed the exer- 
cise ‘‘a real good one.” 
Mark Stagg, local co-ordin- 
ator had only praises for 
local volunteers and Stur- 
geon General medical teams, 
He also extended a special 
bouquet to the students who 
participated. ‘‘They did a 
marvelous job,’’ 
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sequently, to portray family 
life on a global scale, ‘“‘a 
panoply of miniatures would 
be required,’’ to form an 
inventory ofthe various cus- 
toms, cultures and civiliza- 
tions, region by region. 

“The results of such a 
vast inventory could then be 
analyzed, discussed and stu- 
dies for (1) similarities and 
differences across all cul- 
tures today, and (2) evidence 
of how distinctly Christian 
insights shape, influence or 
in any way impinge on fam~- 
ily behavior.

in Canada, 

“Information,” it said, 
“would be drawn from and 
about not only Church mem- 
bers but all Canadians re- 
garding such areas as 

*Canadian perceptions 
and values in male-female 
relationships. 

*The situation of children 
in Canada, 

*Environmental and so- 


cial conditions affecting 
family life. 
*Major sources of the 


ideas Canadians have about 
family life 

*Church and non-Church 
programs for family mem- 
bers,”’

for analysis and discussion 
by couples, other family 
members, all Church mem- 
bers. and others.

The present Mo- 
thers Day Out was initiated 
in May 1971 and volunteer 
help of this calibre was 
available until closing for 
the past summer vacation, 
The provincial government 
supervises the program to 
ensure proper standards are 
maintained, 

The St. Albert Help So- 
siety has gained consider- 
able experience in acquiring 


the skills necessary for 
social programs over the 
past four years. Mothers 


Day Out provides aprogram 
where a mother can leave 
her pre-school family for 
six hours in the knowledge 
they will by properly cared 
for in congenial circum- 
stances, 

The past success of the 
program, held in the United 
Church basement has been 
attained by determined eff- 
arts of the Help Society and 
many, many generous volun- 
ceers from the community 
working literally hundreds 
of hours on this one project.

Wagner results show learning 
disabled are not “dummies” 


Parents and teachers att- 
ending the October 16 meet- 
ing of the SSAACLD heard 
Terry Pearson, counsellor 
at W, P, Wagner School, 
speak of the existing pro- 
grams for the grades 9, 10 
and 11 student, The parents 
were enlightened by the in- 
formation gained as to what 
education is available for 
the learning disabled child, 
These children are those 
who spend a minimum of 
seven years in elementary 
school but are not eligible 
for a Wagner program until 
age 15, or grade nine level, 

For some children this 
presents a void in their 
education, Due to the large 
numbers of children in Ed- 
monton Schools requiring 
special education, St, Albert 
ind Sturgeon students have a 
slim chance of being placed 
within the system, W, P, 
Wagner has an enrollment 
of 1,100 students of which 
156 are non-resident, It is 
heartening to note here that 
of the first graduating class 
of 178 students, 40 per cent 
went to a regular grade 12 
class, of which all but three 
received diplomas, This 
surprising fact caused the 
administrators totakeaclo- 
ser look at the kind of stue 
dent with whom they were 
dealing, The result was a 
continual upgrading of cour- 
ses at every level, 

Mr, Pearson stated that 
these children consider 
themselves to be ‘‘dumm- 
ies'’ because everyone but 


mother says they are ‘“‘dum-~ 
mies,’’ -school experiences 
social contacts, etc, The 
above indicated success 
proved to these students and 
educators that these “dum- 
mies’? were of at least aver- 
age intelligence despite the 
inability of most students to 
read efficiently beyond the 
grade three level, These 
students achieved success in 
Spite of learning difficulties 
compounded by emotional 
and social problems creat- 
ed through academic fail- 
ures, 

New avenues of learning 
were opened up through the 
unique teaching methods 
employed at Wagner, The 
Sight and sound method of 
teaching is of little value 
to these young people so 
other means are used, Total 
involvement, including 
reading, writing and arith- 
metic, is achieved through 
motivation by appealing to 
the student’s special in- 
terest. 

Mr, Pearson challenged 
the group to ‘‘put us out of 
business'' by pressuring 
government to allocate mon- 
ies presently being spent at 
the junior college and uni- 
versity levels, for detect- 
ion programs at the age 
three level, Because the 
learning disabled child will 
never be able to use funds 
set aside for him for fur- 
ther education, Mr. Pear- 
son urged that we demand 


that money now fordevelope | 


ing our child’s potential.
